RELENTLESSLY NAKED 

To the chagrin of neighbors, 

Larry Fiero can’t keep his clothes on 



When he took to sunbathing and riding his iawnmower 
naked, iocais wigged out. 


L ess is more and nothing is even 
better. That’s Larry Fiero’s credo. 
Freedom from clothes isn’t just a 
lark on a random Saturday morn¬ 
ing. It’s Fiero’s way of life. 

The nudist’s lifestyle carries liabilities, 
however. In addition to windburn and 
bug bites, Fiero’s personal nakedness has 
become an issue when he lays it out for 
public consumption. 

In 2012, he was convicted of indecent 
exposure in Stearns County. His punish¬ 
ment was a year’s probation, which came 
with conditions like no booze, porn, or 
drugs — and no nudity at home without 
closing the bath or bedroom doors. 

Two years later, he moved to Meeker 
County, buying a home in a small subdi¬ 
vision between Litchfield and Edenvale 
called Crow River Estates. About a dozen 
houses populate the lasso-shaped enclave 


along Highway 3, which runs in front 
of Eiero’s home. 

So when he took to sunbathing and 
riding his Iawnmower naked, locals 
wigged out. 

Go buck on your own property all 
you want, a Meeker County sheriff’s 
deputy warned him, just as long as the 
rest of America can’t see. Eiero told the 
deputy he “moved to a rural area so he 
could pursue a nudist lifestyle.” But he 
also agreed to do abetter job about not 
exposing it to neighbors. 

But passion again would trump reason. 
Within a month, a barenaked Eiero had 
been seen taking out the garbage. The 
cops had had enough. 

Though three indecency charges were 
dropped, Eiero was found guilty on one 
count of “willfully and lewdly exposing” 
his privates. 


His two-year probation includes a 
peculiar caveat: Eiero must install fenc¬ 
ing or some other obstruction to shelter 
the world from his au natural practices. 

(Eiero couldn’t be reached for com¬ 
ment. His attorney Troy Scotting didn’t 
respond to repeated messages.) 

According to one neighbor, who asked 


not to be named, an eight-foot fence cur¬ 
rently girdles part of Eiero’s yard. 

“It does prevent those people who’ve 
complained from seeing into the property,” 
she says. “I personally have never seen him 
naked outside. He’s such a quiet guy who 
keeps to himself and it’s just something 
he likes to do, I guess.” -copy zurowski

Rebranding Minnesota 

Kiester’s deal with Preparation H is the kind of cross-promotion we need 


B randing is everything. This is what 
the 250 million advertising and 
marketing geniuses of America 
will tell you. 

They will tell you this in a tweet. There 
will be hashtags. 

Cities and states are getting ready for the 
coming #brandwars. Meet Minneapolis, 
a weird, pseudo-governmental market¬ 
ing effort, helps land major events like the 
2018 Super Bowl, while economic devel¬ 
opment wizards at Greater MSP convince 
out-of-state corporations that our educated 
workforce and just-for-you tax subsidies 
are a perfect fit. 

Other towns can’t afford such sophis¬ 
ticated strategies. Consider Kiester, Min¬ 
nesota. 

The town was named after a judge, 
legislator, and county historian from the 
19th century. By the 1930s, “kiester” had 
become a synonym for “ass” in the popular 
vernacular. 

It took a few decades, but Kiester has 
finally decided to roll with it. Earlier this 
year, the hemorrhoid experts at Preparation 
H asked if they could use Kiester to stage a 
commercial.

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Y ou could never hope to watch 
every single movie playing at 
the 35th annual Minneapolis 
St. Paul International Film 
Festival, but that shouldn’t 
stop you from seeking out the best. More 
than 160 features and 90 shorts make up 
this year’s program, which is divided into 
sections including Childish and Experi¬ 
mental and runs from April 7 to 23 — a 
full two weeks of cinematic bliss. 

Whether your schedule allows for only 
a few movies over the coming weeks or 
you’re simply overwhelmed by the embar¬ 
rassment of riches, direct your attention 
toward these 16 standouts — the top 10 
percent of MSPIFF’s generous full-length 
feature selection, as it were. 

Don’t mistake this for an entirely com¬ 
prehensive breakdown, however; there 
are any number of promising films that 
barely missed the cut. It’s possible, if not 
likely, that a few of these will end up being 
disappointments, and a certainty that many 
films not included here will be stand outs. 
But the risk-reward ratio seems favorable 
for each of these titles, which are emblem¬ 
atic of the festival experience as a whole: 
Taking a chance on an unknown entity 
often yields the best results. 

Unless otherwise noted, these films 
will screen at St. Anthony Main Theatre.

The Alchemist Cookbook 

Category: Dark Out 

Premise: A drug-addled hermit who lives 

in a trailer in the woods inadvertently 

summons a malignant force beyond his 

reckoning. 

Background: Having recently completed 
his animal trilogy (Coyote, 

Ape, and Buzzard), Joel 
Potrykus now turns his 
attention to a self-styled 
alchemist eking out an off- 
the-grid existence. The 
Michigan-based filmmaker 
has displayed exceptional 
skill in portraying troubled 
young men whose dis¬ 


enchantment finds violent, often self¬ 
destructive expression, so it’s no surprise 
that his latest protagonist is the kind of 
dude who would consider science and 
black magic one and the same. Given how 
little Potrykus’ characters tend to think 
before acting, the seemingly fantastical 
direction of his latest micro-budget con¬ 
coction should be seen as 
the illogical culmination of 
their collective psyche. The 
film takes its title from the 
controversial Anarchist’s 
Cookbook, which you may 
remember for inciting a 
moral panic in the aftermath 
of Columbine. 

Who might be interested: 


Fans of lo-fi indie cinema with a DIY 
sensibility veering on punk. Potrykus’ 
vibe isn’t for everybody, but those who 
appreciate Repo Man-style weirdness are 
likely to dig him. 

When: 9:50 p.m. April 14; 10 p.m. April 21. 

Demon 

Category: Dark Out 
Premise: Adybbuk, a.k.a. everyone’s favorite 
monster from Jewish m34hology, possesses 
a man who’s about to get married. 
Background: MarcinWronadied shortly 
before Demon premiered in his native Poland 
last fall. That loss to the international film 
community was made even more pro¬ 
nounced by how well-received his swan 


song ended up being. As with The Alchemist 
Cookbook, there’s a folkloric quality to the 
way Demon places an ancient entity in a 
contemporary context — and a sense that 
such things shouldn’t still be allowed to 
exist, if ever they were before. The posses¬ 
sion occurs when the bridegroom-to-be 
stumbles into a pile of human remains (as 
you do) shortly before tying the knot. Lest 
the horror label send you running, let it 
be known that Demon has won praise for 
its tonal variations, so you can expect to 
laugh almost as often as you gasp in fear. 
Who might be interested: Genre lovers 
whose tastes lean toward the art-house 
end of the horror spectrum, including It 
Follows and The Witch.

The Endless River 

Category: Images of Africa 

Prem ise: In the wake of his family’s murder, 

a man forms an unlikely (and potentially 

dangerous) bond with a woman whose 

husband has recently returned home from 

prison. 

Background: Oliver Hermanns’ third 
film takes its name from Riviersonderend 
(Afrikaans for “endless river”), the small 
town in the Western Cape of South Africa 
where it takes place. Dramas about dam¬ 
aged souls united by their shared sorrow 
abound on the festival circuit, but by all 


accounts this is an exception to the usual 
humdrum rule. The writer-director, who’s 
been hailed as his nation’s most important 
new cinematic voice, draws on ever 5 Tthing 
from old-school Western aesthetics to the 
legacy of Apartheid in crafting his tale. If 
we’re lucky. The Endless River will be the 
kind of redemptive story that emphasizes 
hard-won catharsis rather than pat melo¬ 
drama. (The fact that one of them is a white 
Frenchman and the other is a black native 
probably does little to endear them to the 
local criminal element.) 

Who might be interested: Festival-goers 
with a soft spot for character studies as 


violent as they are intimate. 

When: 9:40 p.m. April 12; 9:30 p.m. April 17. 

The Fits 

Category: New American Visions 
Premise: An 11-year-old boxing fanatic 
develops an interest in dance when she 
notices the cool older girls on the drill team 
at a nearby g 5 mi. 

Background: AnnaRose Holmer’s coming- 
of-age drama has already made waves at the 
Venice and Sundance Film Festivals, where 
she and star Royalty Hightower were labeled 
talents to watch. Set in Cincinnati and cen¬ 


tering on an African-American tomboy, The 
Fits looks like the kind of under-the-radar 
fare that dares to break from typical indie 
conventions of quirk and preciousness. In 
this case, it’s the first-time filmmaker’s focus 
on the pressure adolescents face to fit in 
with this group or that; for Hightower’s 
character, whose competinginterests would 
appear to be at odds with one another, the 
feeling can only be amplified. This setup is 
admittedly nothing new, which just makes 
the plaudits with which The Fits has been 
met even more compelling—Holmer must 
have done something right. 

Who might be interested: Anyone looking

Category: World Cinema 
Prem ise: A rumination on the Louvre — its 
history, its legacy — from the Renaissance 
to today. 

Background: Ifyou’ve seenRussianArk,you 
already know what kind of magic Alexander 
Sokurov is capable of creating when he and 
his camera drift through a world-renowned 
museum: In a single elegant take, the film 


showed long-dead historical figures coming 
alive in the Winter Palace. Few filmmakers 
have shown such a unique interest in his¬ 
tory, whether through abstract biopics on 
Hitler, Lenin, and Hirohito or works like 
this one. Sokurov’s films can demand a 
lot of the viewer — Faust, which won the 
Golden Lion at Venice in 2011, is a distinctly 
uncomfortable viewing experience — but 
Francofonia doesn’t give the impression 
of being an endurance test. Blurring the 
line between fact and fiction as Russian 
Ark did, the film includes newsreels and 
reenactments in its self-described “elegy 
for Europe” set primarily during the Nazis’ 


1940 invasion of Paris. 

Who might be interested: Auteurists 
already enamored of Sokurov’s heady 
oeuvre and art enthusiasts alike.

Happy Hour 

Category: Asian Frontiers 
Premise: Four middle-aged Japanese 
women have their friendship tested by a 
divorce and a disappearance. 
Background: Ryusuke Hamaguchi’s drama 
clocks in at more than five hours long, which 
will instantly have some readers skipping 


ahead to the next movie on this list. For 
those of you still here, know that the film 
is said to be fleet of foot and not at all a 
slog; it’s even been described as akin to 
a highbrow Sex and the City. Think of its 
scope as being more like a miniseries and 
its length should be even less intimidating. 
And how often do film festivals give you 
the chance to binge-watch? Hamaguchi’s 
drawn-out treatment of a seemingly simple 
story is further proof that epics come in 
many forms. Film festivals favor the risky, 
so take a chance on this one. Its length is 
likely to preclude a traditional theatrical 
release, so there’s a good chance it’ll never

Telling your kids who 
they can and cannot be with rarely works 
out, but Sabina’s fate as a star-crossed 
lover ends up being sealed by something 
other than parental disapproval: Her new 
beau’s sudden disappearance.

Background: David Farrier’s interest was 
piqued when he first happened upon videos 
of CET online, as his job requires him to 
seek out and report on the bizarre. When 
he reached out to the production company 
for an interview, the openly gay Kiwi was 
met with homophobic insults. He and 
collaborator Dylan Reeve set about docu¬ 
menting this strange, almost Kafkaesque 


process, with Tickled serving in part as 
a documentary about its own making. 
It’s also a complex take on the nature of 
power and control, whether virtual, legal, 
financial, or otherwise. Farrier and Reeve 
were threatened with legal action almost 
instantly, but the harder their foes worked 
to keep their identities and practices hid¬ 
den, the more determined the filmmakers 
became to bring this strangeness to light. 
You’ll never believe how much deeper this 
rabbit hole goes without actually seeing 
Tickled, so make it a priority. 

Who might be interested: Jaded internet 
addicts who think they’ve already seen the 
extent of its weirdness. Spoiler alert: You 
really, really haven’t.

Under Electric Clouds 

Category: World Cinema 
Prem ise: One hundred years after the Rus¬ 
sian Revolution, the world seems poised 
to slip into another Great War. 
Background: Aleksei German was an 
art-house luminary, and his 2013 death 
left a huge void. It would seem that his 
son, Aleksei German Jr., has soldiered on 
and not let the loss stop his own cinematic 
pursuits: He recently helped completeHdrd 
to Be a God, his father’s unfinished swan 
song, and is now back with a new work 
of his own. This speculative account of 
a near-future in which Russia has gone 
full dystopia unfolds via seven intercon¬ 
nected stories, with one constant being 
the strange electronic messages projected 
onto the clouds hovering over a crumbling 
society. That may sound bleak, but Under 
Electric Clouds has won awards for its cin¬ 
ematography and looks starkly beautiful 
in its own oppressive way. 

Who might be interested: The apple never 
falls far from the tree. If you’re an admirer 
of Aleksei German’s demanding corpus—or 
that of Andrei Tarkovsky (Solaris, Stalker), 
whose influence on the fellow Russian is 
clear — see whether his son lives up to 
that tradition.

f last year was the year of Italian, and 
this is the year of ramen, then put on 
your trend-spotting visors, because 
tacos are next. Already, three new 
taquerias have cropped up in our midst. 
We put them taco a taco: 

BAR LUCHADOR 

825 WASHINGTON AVE. SE, MINNEAPOLIS 
612-379-1450, BARLUCHADOR.COM 

HOW TO USE IT: A STYLISH NIGHT OUT 
There is no surer way to acoUege student’s 
heart than tacos and booze, and it doesn’t 
take a costly education to understand the 
merits of either. The people of Luchador 
knew this, so they did what any savvy 
entrepreneur ought: They put a taqueria 
on campus. And what a taqueria it is. 

LuchaLibre wresdingculture is employed 
to great effect; a large mural depicts a crazed, 
masked wrestler with claws outstretched. 


Beyond this, there’s little to fear. The space 
is simple and sleek with an open kitchen 
and welcoming bar. It evokes a beachside 
snack shack. 

Take our advice and splurge on an order 
of the warm chips and salsa for $5. A duo of 
roasted tomato and tomatillo salsas were 
the best in recent memory—hot and bright 
and hot and smoky with crisp, flaky house- 
made chips. It’s well worth the price. 

The tacos here get props for being the 
most inventive of the three places we visited, 
and when they work, they really work Vegan 
roasted cauliflower with toasted pumpkin 
seeds and lemon is a surprisingpowerhouse, 
as is the light filet of tempura-fried cod 
with Kewpie mayo and pickled red fresno 
chile. Pretty cubes of properly cooked steak 
with creamy poblano and heavily spiced 
chorizo with deep-fried potato were also 
memorable standouts. 

Things fell down a bit with overly salty 


braised pork, bland shredded chicken, and 
dry al pastor. Tortillas from local purveyor 
La Perla were steamed, but could have used 
a pass over the grill or flat top. A deep-fried 
chicken iteration didn’t benefit from its odd 
baby kale and orange salad. But a beauti¬ 
ful, strange thing redeemed the chicken 
elsewhere: A buffalo chicken taco with 
blue cheese and buffalo sauce shouldn’t 
have worked but did. 

All of the tacos are served with a genius 
acidic, smooth green chile sauce that doesn’t 
fight with an 5 Thing, but enhances every¬ 
thing, like good salt or a squeeze of lime. 

Though the menu was like a tale of two 
tacos — best of times, worst of times — we 
still thoroughly enjoyed Luchador and will 
return. The prices are extremely fair at $9 
for three tacos, premium cocktails for $5 
to $7, and a buck off drinks at happy hour. 
Service is earnest, helpful, and swift, and 
for all of the effort they put into the place 


and the food, we suspect it will only get 
exponentially better with time. 

Bonus Points; Bar Luchador has amighty 
fine margarita. No frills, just straight-up 
Reposado tequila, Cointreau, fresh lime, 
and agave simple S 3 Tup. If you’ve spent 
any time at all in Mexico, take one sip and 
you’re back on vacation. It’s just $7 for the 
pleasure. Also stop in on Tuesdays, when 
all the tacos go for $2 each.

This efficient counter-service place is 
positively bustling, and we can see why. 
The menu is comprehensive, with almost 
20 varieties of taco. Choose from standard 
options (chicken, steak), squiggly bits (beef 
cheek, tripe), and even things like huitla- 
coche (corn fungus) and squash blossom. 

While you could eat here eight days a week 
and never get to the bottom of the tacos list, 
you needn’t stop there. Enormous tortas, 
pozole, and menudo round out the menu 
along with a signature creation bound to 
make this place a talker. The “Machete” is a 
masa tortilla filled with lettuce, sour cream, 
Oaxaca cheese, salsa, and your choice of 
meats — and then deep fried. It’s the size 
of a machete blade. 

Ifyou were to imagine Mexican soul food. 
Taco Libre would be the place to get it. The 
tacos feel deeply real, like the street food 
of Mexico. (The owners hail from Mexico 
City.) Carne asada is a full filet of steak that 
outsizes the tortilla. Chorizo with potato is 
heady with clove, and chicken is enlivened 
with a vibrant, mouth-puckeringgreen chile 
sauce. Garnishes of onion, cilantro, and lime 
are abundant, and the salsas, available in 
spicy and extra spicy, are worthy of defer¬ 
ence and respect. 

Bonus Points; The pozole, rich and thick 
as an oil slick, bears a float of red chile oil 
that dares you to tangle with it. Big knobs 
of beef rib bob around fattily. This is a peer¬ 
less hangover-buster. Be wise and pair it 
with a refreshing, non-alcoholic hibiscus 
flower beverage (Jamaica in Spanish) from 
the fountain.

Whether you’re a Woodbury native, trans¬ 
plant, hater, or loyalist, we can all agree: 
There just aren’tthat many greatrestaurants 
in this eastern ’burb. So we were heartened 
to see Cien Tacos crop up in a sterile-feeling 


business park. We were even more heart¬ 
ened to And out that it’s pretty damn good. 

Though you never actually shake the 
feeling that you are indeed dining in a busi¬ 
ness park, Cien Tacos welcomes with warm 
hospitality and a big, front-and-center bar. 
A decent selection of tequila and mezcal 
is on offer, plus priced-right margaritas 
starting at $4.99. 

Overall, tacos here are done well. Bar- 
bacoa is as good as it gets: meltingly ten¬ 
der, dripping with adobo. Ditto the bright 
tinga: moist, piquant, and well balanced. 
Bewitching and complex tongue Qengua) 
is as deeply addictive as aged beef. In fact, 
we couldn’t And fault with any of the 10 
varieties of tacos, except the Ash, which was 
overly assertive and ground into a strange 
texture, rather than a more desirable filet. 

Cien also serves pozole, menudo, tortas, 
and other American favorites like enchiladas 
and gorditas. And in keeping with many 
beloved taco joints, they’ve got a do-it-if- 
you-dare dish: the Torta Gigante, $24.99 
worth of torta that’s the size of a birthday 
cake. Finish it and get your picture on the 
wall, plus a beer. (Because somehow you’ll 
have room for a beer.) 

The only reason we had to strip Cien of 
major points was the selection of watery 
and insipid salsas. These did not taste as 
though they’d been made fresh that day 
(or the day before), and sometimes even 
seemed prefab. We had to resort to bottled 
hot sauce, a depressing move in a place 
that’s otherwise quite delicious. 

Bonus Points; Complimentary chips 
and salsa, the only place that offered this 
once-reliable Mexican dining amenity.

SKID ROW MINNEAPOLIS 

MILL CITY MUSEUM 
Minneapolis was once home to the 
largest skid row in the Midwest. 
Farmers, lumberjacks, railroad 
workers, and vagrants convened in the 
Gateway District in the late 1950s and 
early ’60s to get drunk, flght, and crash 
in flophouses. Sociologists studied the 
men who lived there, church mission 
workers tried to “save” them, but 
ultimately the city of Minneapolis 
demolished over 20 blocks of the 
area in an attempt to clean up its 


image. Star Tribune reporter James 
Eli Shiffer documents the demise 
of this colorful and controversial 
neighborhood in the new book King 
of Skid Row: John Bacich and the

MINNEAPOLIS INSTITUTE OF ART 
Seth Eastman was an army mapmaker 
and illustrator fascinated by the 
lives and traditions of Native 
Americans. While serving as a military 
commander stationed at Fort Snelling 
in 1841, the West Point graduate 
painted watercolors of the Dakota and 
Ojibwe people in the region, including 
what may be the first-ever images 
of the wild rice harvest and maple 
syrup tapping. Eastman depicted the 


tribes down to the minute details of 
their tepees, canoes, and headdresses 
with the eye of an ethnographer. The 
bucolic mood, earth-tone hues, and 
tranquil waters of the Mississippi 
and Minnesota rivers evoke a simpler 
time in the state’s history. Thirty- 
five of Eastman’s drawings and 
watercolors, many of them based on 
Minnesotan scenes, will be exhibited 
in “The Chronicles of Native Life:

ROB SPILLMAN

Rob Spillman, a journalist and the 
editor of the literary journal Tin House, 
spent his early years surrounded by 
cosmopolitan artists in Cold War- 
era West Berlin, where his mother 
was an opera singer and his father a 
concert pianist.

Frontiers are where you find them in Everybody Wants Some!!

R ichard Linklater’s status as the 
master of highbrow hangout com¬ 
edies is confirmed in Everybody 
Wants Some!!, his spiritual suc¬ 
cessor to Dazed and Confused. Shifting the 
adolescent shenanigans from the 70s to 
the ’80s, this new film retains the writer- 
director’s signature air of casual profundity. 

That may seem hard to believe at first. 
The early scenes are almost exclusively 
focused on a group of college baseball play¬ 
ers’ noble quest to get drunk and/or laid 
during the weekend before classes start at 
the fictional Southeast Texas University. 
Chief among them is Jake Bradford (Blake 
Jenner), a freshman pitcher who shows up 
to the team’s off-campus house with hopes 
of good times both on the field and off As 
ever with Linklater, that setup gives little 
sense of the loose narrative’s creeping emo¬ 
tional resonance. No one imbues this kind 
of material with so much depth so subtly; 
the Before Sunrise and Boyhood director 
always gives the impression of effortlessness. 
The relaxed tone shifts halfway through 


with, of all things, a philosophical bong- 
ripping session. Jake and three of his 
teammates ruminate on ever 5 d;hing from 
sharks and baseball to music, including 
some shade thrown Van Halen’s way. Leave 
it to Linklater to name his movie after a 
band’s song and then have one of his stoned 
characters denounce them as a product 
of corporate America. The more ‘'whoa, 
dude” their musings get, the more they 
verge on actual truth. 

College is atabularasa for these incoming 
freshmen. After three consecutive nights at 
three different clubs — disco, country, and 
punk—Jake starts to wonder who he really 
is. How else do college kids define them¬ 
selves if not through their taste in clothes 
and music? (Not coincidentally. Everybody 
Wants Some!! has a soundtrack just begging 
for a limited-edition vinyl release.) He and 
his teammates are quick to adapt to any 
new situation, which makes for a lot of fun 
nights but also some nascent existential 
confusion. 

This isn’t Jake’s first foray into existential 
thought, it turns out, as he got into STU on 
the strength of an essay relating the myth 


of Sis 5 q)hus to baseball. We don’t learn this 
until late in the game, by which time first 
impressions have hardened and our con¬ 
ception of him would appear to be fixed. 
But then it isn’t. Like the film as a whole, 
this Whitman-quotingballplayer contains 
multitudes. He’s just too modest to show 
it off most of the time. 

It’s telling and intentional that a movie 
about living in the moment is set 35 years ago 
—wisdom comes with time, and ifthese kids 
were already aware of how meaningful these 
experiences are they wouldn’t be having 
nearly as much ftm. There’s atension to that, 
as well as amelancholy that Linklater doesn’t 
shy away from. It’s eventually revealed, for 
instance, that a player on the team who’s 
just transferred from another school is 
an imposter, a 30-year-old who refuses to 
graduate into adulthood. That makes him 
a sort of descendant to Wooderson from 
Dazed and Confused, that early Matthew 
McConaughey creation immortalized by 
his grand declaration about high school 
girls: ‘T get older, they stay the same age.” 

There’s something inherently sad about 
both characters, but Linklater doesn’t lin-

ger on either of them — in part because 
he doesn’t want to harsh our mellow, but 
also because he doesn’t need to in order for 
us to realize the score. Such moments are 
peppered throughout Everybody Wants 
Some!!, and by its end you’ll realize that it 
was never all ftm and games in the first place. 

Not that it isn’t a good time. Linklater 
may be looking at all this through rose- 
tinted lenses, but he’s not blind to the fact 
that much of it is quite literally on the level 
of freshman-year philosophy. It’s just that, 
perhaps more than any other working film¬ 
maker, he’s so patient with his characters, 
so willing to give them the benefit of the 
doubt, that it’s difficult not to feel the same 
way about them that he does. The object 
of Jake’s affection notes at one point that 
any experience is as meaningful as you 
make it, which may as well be this film’s 
thesis statement — and a point it proves 
repeatedly. 03

S ome of the best places to see shows 
in the Twin Cities lie well beyond 
the glittering marquees of Hen¬ 
nepin Avenue, the ornate lobby of 
the Ordway and the vertically scrolling 
lights of the Guthrie. Here are five theaters, 
outside the downtown centers of Minne¬ 
apolis and St. Paul, that you shouldn’t miss 
making a trip to. 

Jungle Theater 

2951 LYNDALE AVE. S., MINNEAPOLIS 
It’s amazing how many people stumble past 
the Jungle in south Minneapolis without ever 
actually setting foot inside. The Jungle is a 
small but elegant theater that brings you much 
closer to the action than the vast proscenium 
stages you’ll find downtown. And under the 
direction of its newly appointed leader, Sarah 
Rasmussen, the action is well-worth seeing. If 
you’re lookingfor aLyn-Lake escape, whether 
from the howling winds of winter or the sultry 
summer air, try grabbing a seat at the Jungle. 

Penumbra Theatre 

270 N. KENT ST., ST PAUL 
After hearing about Penumbra’s international 
reputation for excellence, you might find 
yourself surprised when your GPS leads you 
to an unassuming community center. Yes, 
you’re at the right place. Walk through the 
doors of the Hallie Q. Brown Community 
Center and you’ll see Penumbra’s inviting, 
recently remodeled lobby. Beyond that is 
a flexible and intimate theater with seats 
rising around a stage that’s perfectly suited 
for the compelling storytelling this African- 
American company has made its specialty 
for four decades. 


Open Eye Figure Theatre 

506 E. 24TH ST., MINNEAPOLIS 
If you drive to Open Eye, you’ll likely find 
yourself parking against the thundering I-35W 
fi-eeway wall. Practically hidden behindheavily 
draped curtains in a Phillips neighborhood 
storefi-ont space. Open Eye Figure Theatre has 
a tiny stage where the company and visiting 
artists work wonders with puppetry, acting, 
and live music. Once the show starts, you’ll 
be amazed how many surprises this little 
theater can hold. 

Capri Theater 

2027 W. BROADWAY AVE., MINNEAPOLIS 
In 1979, Prince played his first solo show at 
this north Minneapolis landmark: a multi¬ 
purpose 250-seat theater, built in 1927 as a 
movie house, that’s now owned and operated 
by the adjoining Plymouth Christian Youth 
Center. At the Capri you’ll see ever 5 h;hing, 
including youth Shakespeare productions, 
dark comedies, soul singing, chamber music, 
and open-mic nights. Pick a program that suits 
you and make your way to this essential venue. 

Off-Leash Area Micro-Stage 

3540 34TH AVE. S., MINNEAPOLIS 
“Micro-stage” is an accurate name for this 
singular space — and so is the other name 
it’s been called: “Our Garage.” Paul Herwig 
and Jennifer Use, the married couple who 
co-direct the interdisciplinary performance 
company Off-Leash Area, turn this Longfellow 
residential garage into a completely immersive 
space for intense, original shows that defy 
conventional definitions of what theater can 
be. Herwig and Use also mount regular tours 
that bring theater to garages throughout the 
metro area, but their home base is their original 
must-see theater garage. 03

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PRETTY ‘PENNIED’ 

Quarter-life dread and big-time expectations informed long-awaited Night Moves Silhum Pennied Days

ight Moves seemingly came from 
nowhere with their 2012 debut 
album, Colored Emotions. 

That record was posted for 
free on Bandcamp and within weeks had 
generated so much adulation that London 
label Domino Recording Co. (Animal Col¬ 
lective, the Kills, Hot Chip) signed the band 
to a deal. The Minneapolis trio went back 
to the studio, touched up the mixes, and 
re-released Colored Emotions to an eager 
national audience in 2013. 

It was the kind of rise rock critics like to 
call “meteoric,” and even though the big- 
name blogs were lukewarm toward Col¬ 
ored Emotions, Night Moves had cemented 
themselves as one of the buzziest bands 
out of the Twin Cities. After the album’s 
re-release, they toured with Lord Huron 
and Father John Misty. Locally, they were 
named Best New Band by City Pages, 
beating out fellow rocketeers Howler, 
who’d been snatched up by Rough Trade 
Records weeks before Night Moves’ own 
signing. 


The narrative was simple and reiterable: 
cavalier slackers who got together, gave a 
nod to Bob Seger, and roughed up a bit of 
magic. But it couldn’t have been further 
from reality. 

‘We were making Colored Emotions for 
like two and ahalfyears,” says frontman John 
Pelant, who’d been playing in bands with 
bassist Micky Alfano and then-keyboardist 
Mark Ritsema since high school. “People 
were like, Tt sounds so polished for a first 
band,’ but that’s what happens when you 
don’t just shit out a record and you take 
your time.” 

It’s been three and a half years since that 
record dropped — an eternity in the can¬ 
nibalistic world of buzz bands — but now 
Night Moves are back to prove patience 
pays dividends with their sophomore cut, 
PenniedDays. The album—which dropped 
on March 25 and will be celebrated at First 
Avenue on April 14 — takes the ennui and 
psychedelia of the band’s debut and sends 
it out to space. 

“All I could think about was the sopho¬ 
more slump,” Pelant says. “When you’re 


not touring or putting out music, it really 
feels like you’ve fallen off the map. You don’t 
wanna make the same record and have it 
come out two years later, because people 
will be like. What the fuck were you doing 
that whole time?”’ 

The layover between Colored Emotions 
and Pennied Days represented a magni- 
tudinal change for Pelant and Alfano. It’s 
a window through which they watched 
friends overdose and commit suicide and 
others get married and have kids. People 
from their high school built up their 401ks 
and invested in property; meanwhile Pelant 
and Alfano took time off from bartending 
to play South by Southwest. 

The “pennied days” to which the album 
refers are the years between the ages of 23 
and 27 where you’re asked to make the first 
permanent decisions of your life, Pelant says. 
It’s the period when most people pick out 
the nouns that will define them for the rest 
of their lives (teacher, accountant, musi¬ 
cian), when nostalgia is its most coercive 
and doubt its most sickening. PenniedDays 
is a time capsule of this vortex. 


NIGHT MOVES 

will celebrate the release of Pennied Days 
on April 14 at First Avenue. 


“It’s like, where do I fit in all of this?” 
Pelant says. “Do I wanna be touring or on 
a label? Do I get a job? I’ve got a degree, so 
it makes me wonder whether I shouldn’t 
do music, and who I would be if I gave up. 
And that got pretty grim.” 

ThoughPenniedDays plays as blithe and 
carefree, so much of the tracklist is wrapped 
in the anxieties Night Moves faced in the 
years between albums. “Kind Luck” is the 
t 5 ^e of haunted love song that questions 
the very purpose of the emotion, and album 
closer “Only to Live in Your Memories” 
uses heartbreak as a gateway to greater 
disillusionment. 

“Having to divide your time between 
someone you love and somethingyou love, 
that can be really disillusioning,” Pelant 
says. ‘You just wonder which one is gonna 
be around longer. When you start thinking 
like that, it can get a little fucked up.”

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As such, Pennied Days’ gestation was 
not without casualties. In 2014, Ritsema, 
a founding member of Night Moves, left the 
band to pursue a solo career as Suzie. His 
debut. Born Single, took off immediately, 
leading many to wonder what’d become 
of Night Moves. 

“During that period of time, it was a large 
period of growth where people were becom¬ 
ing themselves — something’s gotta get 
pushed out,” Pelant says. Ritsema recorded 
on roughly half of Pennied Days, and the 
former bandmates are all on good terms. 

Much of the band’s maturation had to 
do with Pelant acquiescing to the reality of 
writing an album while on a label. For the 
first time in their careers, he and Alfano were 
professional musicians with professional 
expectations. Whereas Colored Emotions 
was conceived in the vacuum before radio 
showcases and Pitchfork reviews, Pennied 
Days was created under the guidance of 
Domino. 

“They really pushed us to get into some 
different territory so we weren’t just mak¬ 
ing a second Colored Emotions,” Pelant 
says. “But at the same time, there was so 
much growth. I learned a lot, and the record 
does sound better. When I listen to the first 
record, and I never thought that’d be the 
case, I get a little cringey.” 

But the process was frustrating. Pelant 
was flown out to New York by himself to 
work onPenniedDays with Kurt Vile/Hold 


Steady producer John Agnello. Whereas 
Pelant had produced much of Colored 
Emotions on his own with Thom Mona¬ 
han acting as something of a re-engineer, 
Agnello defied Pelant’s vision of a washed- 
out, space-rock burner. 

“The whole thing with like the record 
label, I think we thought it was going to 
be easier than it was,” Pelant says. “It got 
kinda hairy towards the mixing process. 
With ‘Carl Sagan,’ I was messing with the 
filters, and [Agnello] was like. You’re totally 
ruining the mix, you’re fucking everything 
up.’ We almost killed each other. It was bad.” 

Agnello’s insistence that Night Moves 
make vocals more present in the recording, 
combined with Domino’s emphasis on lay¬ 
ing down a definitive single, made Pelant 
nervous that Night Moves would become 
another victim of big-label meddling. For 
the first time, he was letting outside forces 
into his creative process. But, back in the 
Twin Cities, Alfano could see that those 
forces were ultimately working for good. 

“A lot of bands don’t get what we got,” 
Alfano says. “Friends in other bands have 
expressed jealousy that we were pushed.” 

Through it all, Pelant and Alfano have 
learned they’re better off without meteoric 
rises. Gradual and meaningful growth sus¬ 
tained them through the sudden upswell 
and the prolonged hush. Without the pauses 
and periods of silence, they wouldn’t be 
making so much noise today. 03

^ am a twentysomething, straight, cis- 
I female expat. How long do I have to 
I wait to ask my German lover, who is 
A uhersensitive about the Holocaust, 
to indulge me in my greatest — and, until 
now, unrealized—fantasy: Nazi role play? 
He is very delicate around me because I 
am a secular Jew and the descendant of 
Holocaust survivors. (Even though I’ve 
instructed him to watch The Believer, 
starring Ryan Gosling as a Jewish neo- 
Nazi, to get a better grasp on my relation¬ 
ship with Judaism. To be clear, I am not 
actually a neo-Nazi —just your garden- 
variety self-hating Jew.) This persists even 
though we’ve spoken about my anti-Zionist 
politics. Evidently he was indoctrinated 
from a young age with a hyperapologetic 
history curriculum. I appreciate that he 
thinks it was wrong for the SS to slaugh¬ 
ter my family, but it’s not like he did it 
himself. I know it sounds really fucked 
up, but I promise this isn’t coming from 
a place ofdeep-seated self-loathing. Even 
if it were, it’s not like we’d be hurting 
anybody. We’re both in good psychologi¬ 
cal working condition, and neither of us 
is an actual bigot. I would try to get to 
know him better, but we are so different 
(there’s a big age difference) and I don’t 
really see our relationship being much 
more than ze sex. 

NATIONAL SOCIALIST PRETEND PARTY 

"Sex writers get all the really good reli¬ 
gion questions,” said Mark Oppenheimer. 
“Can we trade mailboxes sometime soon? 
I’m tired of dealing with all the ques¬ 
tions about why evangelicals support a 
thrice-married misogynist reality-TV 
star who never goes to church.” 

Oppenheimer writes the Beliefs 
column for the New York Times and is 
co-host of Unorthodox, an “irreverent 
podcast about Jews and other people” 
(tabletmag.com/unorthodox). I invited 
Oppenheimer to weigh in because I am, 
sadly, not Jewish myself. (Jewishness is 
conferred through matrilineal descent; 
your mom — or, if you’re Reform, either 
parent — has to be Jewish for you to be 
Jewish, so all those blowjobs I gave to my 
first Jewish boyfriend were for nothing. 
No birthright trip for me.) 

“First off, I think that Die Fraulein 
should make her kinky proposal ASAP,” 
said Oppenheimer. “Given the ‘hyper-

apologetic’ curriculum that her Teu¬ 
tonic stud has absorbed, he is probably 
going to freak out no matter when she 
asks. On the other hand, if he’s open and 
kink-positive, he’ll probably be down 
for whatever. But it’s all or nothing in 
a case like this. She can’t win him over 
by persuading him that she’s not one 
of those uptight, unforgiving Jewesses 
who is still hung up on the destruction 
of European Jewry.” 

While your kink didn’t really faze 
Oppenheimer (it’s not exactly unheard 
of), NSPP, your discomfort with your 
own Judaism did. 

“In her letter, she assures us that she 
is ‘secular,’ ‘anti-Zionist,’ and ‘garden- 
variety self-hating’ — then jokingly 
compares herself to the Jewish white 
supremacist (played by Ryan Gosling in 
that movie) who in real life killed himself 
after the New York Times outed him as 
a Jew,” said Oppenheimer. “Now, all of 
us (especially homos and Yids) know 
something about self-loathing, and I think 
Jews are entitled to any and all views on 
Israel, and — again — I am not troubled 
by her kink. That said, I do think she 
needs to get to a happier place about 
her own heritage. Just as it’s not good 
for black people to be uncomfortable 
with being black, or for queer people to 
wish they weren’t queer, it’s not healthy, 
or attractive, for Jews or Jewesses (we 
are taking back the term) to have such 
obvious discomfort with their Jewish 
heritage.” 

And finally, NSPP, I shared your let¬ 
ter with a German friend of mine, just 
to see how it might play with someone 
who benefited from a hyperapologetic 
history curriculum. Would he do some¬ 
thing like this? 

“Not in six million years.”
